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IN THE MAIL BOX 
On a recent mountain climbing éxpedi- 
tion Otis Clark of Richmond, Virginia, my- 
self, and three natives, scaled "Alto 
Blanco", third highest peak in the Fama- 


tina Mountains, a counterfort of the Andes, 
-_ located in the province of La Rioja, Argen- 


tina. Alto Blanco is listed on government 
maps at-5,870 meters (19,250 feet) so we 


feel that this trip was quite an accomplish- 
- ment, in spite of the fact that most of ‘the 


climbing was done on mule back. The alti- 
tude didn't bother us much, as we have had 
many months of acclimatization at 10,000 
feet, the elevation of our camp at Mina 
"El Ore", where we are working: however 
the mountains are very rugged, and. con- 
Siderable maneuvering was necessary to 
get the mules up to about 18,000 feet, 
from which point the trip was completed 
on foot. The ascent from our camp took 
eleven hours, the descent threc. 

We hope before winter sets in (in June) 


to attempt to scale "Cumber de la Mejicana" 


(6,000 neters), and possibly "Alto Overo" 
(6,100 meters). These peaks, the highest 
in the Famatina mountains, are both less 
than fourteen kilometers from our camp, 
but a three day trip would have to be 
planned for either attempt as the slopes 
are very rugged and it is doubtful whether 
animals could be used above about 17,000 
feet, where a base camp would have to be 
established. If we are successful in this 
projected expedition we will send ina 
few pictures of the trip.
